Video court arraignments 
impress English policeman

Current video arraignment ef¬ 
forts set up between Romulus Po¬ 
lice and the judges in the 34th 
District Court were called “ab¬ 
solutely superb” by visiting 
English Police Officer Gavin 
Beresford during an interview 
Monday. 

Beresford, who has been 
visiting friends in the Romulus 
area for about a month, has 
spent hours viewing opera¬ 
tions at both police headquar¬ 
ters and the courthouse and 
called the video arraignments 
one of the top technical up¬ 
grades he saw during his 1999 
trip. 

FIA Zero 
work termed 
a ‘landmark’

“Romulus and Remus may 
be a Greek myth, but the ‘Zero’ 
accomplishment by the Ro¬ 
mulus Family Independence 
Agency is a landmark experi¬ 
ence for the Welform Reform 
program in Michigan.” 

So announced Allah Sham- 
oon, district manager of the 
Romulus FIA, at the celebra¬ 
tion of the local unit’s “glass 
shattering experience” in 
dealing with 1,308 customers 
in the FIA unit. 

Shamoon said other units 
throughout Michigan reached 
the “Zero” goal sooner, but 
their number of cases was 
much smaller ranging from 25 
to 376 cases. 

“In our case, from welfare to 
self respected job for everyone 
who could work in our catch¬ 
ment area of 232 miles, six 
cities and two townships” was 
impressive to all, Shamoon 
said. 

Shamoon credited many for 
helping in reaching the goal 
including Zone VIII staff 
leader Ann Marie Sims, who 
he called “the Napoleon of the 
FIA army.” 

He also highlighted the ef¬ 
forts of cool, collected Jerome 
Rutland, the Wayne County 
FIA leader, who told the work 
team to “be more aggressive, 
innovative and community ori¬ 
ented, so we not only employ 
but also readjust our cus¬ 
tomers to dignified community 
living.” 

Among others, Shamoon 
also congratulated Douglas 
Howard, FIA director, since 
Wayne County hit Zero “on 
your watch.” 


Earlier Beresford had con¬ 
tacted local police via the in¬ 
ternet seeking permission for 
such a visit and tour of law en¬ 
forcement operations. 

Detective Lt. David Early 
responded to Beresford’s in¬ 
quiry by stating over the inter¬ 
net, “we regularly host college 
interns, ^ufj have not had an 
opportunity* co have a visitor 
from outside the U.S.” 

Romulus Police Officer 
Thomas Ellis spent the first 
day (more than a week ago) 
transporting the visiting En¬ 
glish officer about the city and 
the court facilities. 

Various differences cur¬ 
rently exist between Lin¬ 
colnshire (England) police 
operations and local law enfor¬ 
cement programs. 

Beresford told Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley and Police Chief 
Charles Kirby that English po¬ 
lice operations are now under¬ 
going cultural changes, as 
police units there are bringing 
on officers of different races 
and nationalities to aid their 
relations in various cities. 

That current drive is similar 
to Affirmative Action efforts in 
the U.S. 

Beresford explained that 
while English police officers 
do not carry weapons (such as 
pistols) there are three police 
vehicles armed with such 


weapons that can be transported 
to the site of major criminal prob¬ 
lems on request 

The young officer said that 
arrests are tightly scrutinized 
by superior officers, when sus¬ 
pects are transported to police 
headquarters. 

“We are questioned closely 
why the person was arrested 
and why we resorted to the use 
of handcuffs,” he said. 

Beresford said that 15-20 % 
of the police staff are women. 
“In fact we are asked when 
seeking admission to become a 
police officer if we have any 
problems taking orders from a 
woman.” 

Currently the highest rank¬ 
ing officer in Beresford’s unit, 
a chief superintendent, is a 
woman. He also said women 
hold the rank of sergeant and 
inspector in his “section.” 

Various youth sign on as un¬ 
paid cadets, Beresford said, 
and do many of the crime pre¬ 
vention programs that paid of¬ 
ficers don’t have the time to 
do. 

“They help attach safety 
chains to the doors of senior 
citizen homes and other living 
areas, pass out safety pamph¬ 
lets, etc,” he said. 

Among English youth some 
think that it is fashionable to 
dislike law enforcement offi¬ 
cials, he said, but thankfully 
many out grow that style.

DEQ urged: 
just ‘say no’ 
to well issue

The tone may have been dif¬ 
ferent last Thursday night, but 
the message from more than 
120 Romulus and Taylor offi¬ 
cials and citizens was the same 
- “if the hazardous deepwell is 
so important ... then plant it in 
the corporate office town of 
Environmental Disposal Sys¬ 
tems.” 

The gathering at Romulus 
High School called by the 
Michigan Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality was much 
less emotional than past meet¬ 
ings ... but the citizen partici¬ 
pants remained just as strong 
in their opposition to the pro¬ 
posed deepwell project for Cit- 
rin Drive in Romulus, not far 
from the Taylor border. 

Missing were the outdoor 
anti-well displays, open rancor 
and verbal fisticuffs so fre¬ 
quent in recent years and even 
several well-known GOP state 
office holders. 

However Michigan state 
representatives, Ray Basham 
(D-Taylor) and Bill O’Neill (D- 
Allen Park), spoke out strongly 
against the deepwell applica¬ 
tion. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers Debbie Romak and Mic¬ 
hael Prybyla also verbally 
opposed the well plan and 
Fred Zorn, the Economic De¬ 
velopment Director for Taylor, 
urged DEQ leaders to “Just 
Say No” to the EDS proposal. 

Most of the speakers called 
the well issue a south-eastern 
Michigan issue and raised 
alarms about any potential im- 
pact the hazardous well 
could have on the Great 
Lakes water supply. 

Privately they said they 
were sorry it appears the envi¬ 
ronmental well issue appears 
to be turning into a partisan 
issue - rather than a regional 
environmental issue. 

Some of the strongest com¬ 
ments expected Thursday 
night were delayed...until after 
Gov. John Engler and others 
appoint a site review board for 
further public hearings. 

Romak, speaking on behalf 
of the Romulus City Council, 
stated “on May 21 a memo sent

by Jim Sygo, chief Waste Man¬ 
agement Division of the DEQ, 
asked for more public com¬ 
ments on the well issue.” 

The outspoken councilwo- 
man then asked “What commu¬ 
nity views, if any, would stop 
the (current deepwell) pro¬ 
ject? Or are we just going 
through the motions so that it 
looks like the DEQ wants 
public input before granting 
the permits?” 

She then asked Sygo “what 
positive impacts would this fa¬ 
cility offer a community? Do 
you have data or statistics to 
prove there are positive im¬ 
pacts? If so, please submit 
them.” 

Increasing traffic flows (im¬ 
pacting nearby Romulus inter- 
sections already high in 
annual accident counts) and 
encouraging liquid hazardous 
dumpings from Canada were 
continually ridiculed by many 
speakers. 

The proposed Citrin Drive 
site’s closeness to Detroit 
Metro Airport also was cited 
as a negative by several 
speakers. 

EDS’ lengthy well applica¬ 
tion was called “huge and dis¬ 
organized” by Romulus 
environmental attorney Mark 
Jacobs. It is on display at the 
Romulus Public Library. 

Written public comments on 
the technical aspects of the 
deepwell project should be 
sent by July 30 to Steve Sliver, 
Waste Management Division, 
MDEQ P.O. Box 30241, Lansing, 
MI. 48909-7741.

EDS acknowledges 
getting deepwell 
operation permits

Environmental Disposal 
Systems Inc. of Birmingham 
announced hours before Thus- 
day nights public hearing on 
its surface facility application, 
that it has received both EPA 
and DEQ permits to construct 
and operate two 4,500 feet 
deep, state of the art wells. 

The wells are Class I Com¬ 
mercial Hazardous Waste Wa¬ 
ter Injection Wells (one 
primary and one auxiliary) 
and are slated to be located on 
its heavy industrial site on Cit¬ 
rin Drive in Romulus. 

The EPA permits have been 
upheld by the EPA Appeals 
Board in Washington, D.C., the 
press release said. 

It release continued “these 
permits were issued after sev¬ 
eral years of public input and 
review by the respective agen¬ 
cies. 

“Their conclusion,” EDS re¬ 
ported “is that the wells are 
not a danger to local citizens 
or the environment.” 

The EDS release said its 
“Citrin Drive facility is de¬ 
signed to provide generators of 
wastewater that are comprised

of 80-99 percent water. The 
fluid is non-flammable, non¬ 
explosive and non-radioactive 
with a cost effective means of 
disposal that is more protec¬ 
tive of the environment than 
current technologies in use in 
southeastern Michigan.” 

It states that “the DEQ has 
confirmed that there is a need 
for this facility.”

MEAP scores up and down

Wayne-Westland 1999 MEAP 
test scores for four, fifth, sev¬ 
enth, and eighth graders 
lurched around, some going 
up, some going down, some 
questionable in the eyes of ad¬ 
ministrators. 

"We have a lot of concern 
about fifth grade writing 
scores, which dropped 24.4%,” 
said Sam Barresi, the district’s 
assistant superintendent for 
instruction, who discussed the 
state’s proficiency test with use. 
Scores indicate the percentage of 
a district’s students who are 
deemed proficient in a sub¬ 
ject 

He continued: “But we also 
had increases in a number of 
areas. In others where we 
dropped, th^lstatewide aver¬ 
age dropped more.” 

The 24.4% drop in fifth 
grade science scores appears 
somewhat fishy to Barresi, 
who would like to see how the 
tests were scored. 


“We don’t get a copy of what 
was written on the tests, only 
the raw score, so I don’t know 
what happened,” he said. “On 
that test, we had 568 students 
just at the cutoff point. I'm try¬ 
ing to see if it’s possible to get 
the tests.” 

Barresi said that rectifying 
a mistake against the 568 fifth 
graders could rocket up the 
percent of proficient pupils. 

The district did best on 
reading. In the fourth grade, 
50.8% were proficient, an in¬ 
crease of 6.3%. Statewide 59.4% 
were proficient, a .8% in¬ 
crease. District seventh 
graders scored 50.6%, an in¬ 
crease of 10.3%. Statewide 53% 
were proficient, a 4.2% in¬ 
crease. 

Math was mixed. In the four 
grade, 61.3% were proficient, a 
decrease of 5.4%. Statewide 
71.7% were proficient, a 2.4% 
decrease. District seventh 
graders scored 60.1%, an in¬ 
crease of 3.9%. Statewide 63.2%- 
were proficient, a 1.8% in¬ 
crease.

Science was off. In the fifth 
grade, 24.4% were proficient, a 
decrease of 1.4%. Statewide 
36.9% were proficient, a 3.5% 
decrease.

Statewide 23% 
were proficient, a 1% increase. 

Writing was mixed. In the 
fifth grade, 39.9% were profi¬ 
cient, a decrease of 24.4%. 
Statewide 54.8% were profi¬ 
cient, a 9.5% decrease. District 
eighth graders scored 60.1%?, 
an increase of 4.1%. Statewide 
63.5% were proficient, a 5.5% 
decrease. 

Barresi said that the district 
uses the tests to monitor the 
curriculum during a five year 
cycle and make bhanges to re¬ 
flect what, the ^state feels is 
necessary for students to com¬ 
pete. 

“We are now revisiting 
math,” he said. “We are doing 
everything we can to help our 
students become successful 
and to be productive lifelong 
learners.” 


Senator Loren Bennett, 
chairman of the Senate Educa¬ 
tion Committee stated today 
that he was encouraged by the 
interest shown from several 
private nonprofit family and 
children service agencies in 
pursuing alternative educa¬ 
tion programs for youth who 
may be expelled under existin 
and proposed state law. 

“As we attempt to ensure 
the safety of the majority of 
children and teaching staffs in 
our schools, we must also at¬ 
tend to the obvious needs of 
the expelled students,” said 
Bennett. “I am pleased by the 
interest of private nonprofit 
human service agencies in 
stepping forward to meet the 
need.” 

Bennett made his state¬ 
ments following recent meet¬ 
ings with several private 
nonprofite agencies who in¬ 
vited the Senator to join them 
at Vista Maria, a nonprofit res¬ 
idential treatment campus for 
abused, neglected and delin¬ 
quent youth located in Dear¬ 
born Heights.

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Prevention could cure panhandling 


On Saturdays I often run a 
family errand to Detroit 

I take my daughter to her or¬ 
chestra rehearsal at a joint on 
Woodward Avenue, south of Mar- 
tin Luther King Drive, and it 
hurts me that panhandlers pre¬ 
vent me from strolling down 
Woodward on sunny afternoons 
like I used to do when I was at¬ 
tending Cass Tech. 

In those prewhite-flight days, a 
14-year-old could safely stroll past 
dime-a-dance ballrooms and into 
musty stores that sold vintage Na¬ 
tional Geographies and rare Mad 
and Supennan comic books, and 
even veer off onto unknown side 
streets without always looking be¬ 
hind your back. 

But now panhandlers have 
forced me off Detroit’s streets, 
which I love for no other reason 
than nostalgia for the way they 
were when I took the Hamilton- 
Grand River bus through Detroit 
and Highland Park’s ethnic neigh¬ 
borhoods to high school. 

Last fall, the first time I drove 
my daughter to Detroit, I left her 
at practice and walked down 
Woodward, admiring what was 
left of the old two-story buildings 
and Woodward’s zero-setback 
streetscape with it’s wide side¬ 
walks and stately street lamps 
that blend in, not draw attention 
to themselves like the stage props 
found in the tackier suburbs. 

But before I could go twenty 
feet, the grizzled men crawled out 
of recessed doomays with bottles 
in crumbled bags and elderberry 
wine fumes on their breathes and 
descended on me, surrounding 
me and begging for dollars. 

That was the last time I ven¬ 
tured down Woodward alone. 
Now I park in a lot with a locked 
gate, a high fence, and uniformed 
security guards with walkie- 
talkies. 

I leave the streets to the pan¬ 
handlers. 

Now I read that the city of De¬ 
troit is going to run the panhan¬ 
dlers off the streets once the new 
baseball and football stadiums 
and the new casinos open.

160 Detroit cops will patrol the 
casino-area aggressively shooing 
the panhandlers off the streets. 

“We’re going to tell the pan¬ 
handlers to move along,” Detroit 
Police Cmdr. Greg Gaskin told the 
News. “There will be thousands 
of people coming downtown to 
gamble, and that means they’ll 
have money in their pockets. 
Criminals are going to be well- 
aware of that Our job is to make 
the 2rea around the casinos safe, 
and we can’t have people loiter¬ 
ing outside the casinos asking for 
money” 

Gamblers and sports fans don’t 
like panhandlers. 

Neither do I. 

Like the typical gambler and 
sports fan, I dislike being shaken 
down for money. But unlike the 
Detroit casino crowd. I’m op¬ 
posed to the crackdown on pan¬ 
handlers. 

While I would like nothing 
more than to rid the streets of 
panhandlers, I realize that they’re 
there because during the Cole¬ 
man Young reign, too many busi¬ 
nesses fled Detroit for the sub¬ 
urbs. With the breakdown of too 
many Detroit’s families and 
neighborhoods and all of the De¬ 
troit’s schools, government, and 
police force, many good people 
are left without good job opportu¬ 
nities or families capable of help¬ 
ing them out 

In some cases, the choice may 
be panhandle, starve or turn to 
crime. 

The way to eliminate panhan¬ 
dling is to create a healthy com¬ 
munity with strong neighbor¬ 
hoods, good schools, living wage 
private sector jobs, and plenty of 
entrepreneurial opportunities. 

Unfortunately, the special in¬ 
terest groups in power in Detroit 
and in Wayne County have ab¬

After all, as a percentage of in¬ 
come, French citizens pay less 
than we do, yet they get some¬ 
thing back for their taxes. Fbr ex¬ 
ample, many Fbench workers put 
in 39 hours a week, get at least 10 
weeks’ holiday a year, free med¬ 
ical care, education and retrain¬ 
ing benefits, generous unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, and retire with a 
government pension at the age of 
50. Women get paid time off to 
bear and care for childrea 

While we get bombs to drop on 
a friendly country like Serbia and 
get money to build new casinos 
and money to shuffle our sports 
teams from stadium to stadium, 
we can’t find a cent to revive De- , 
troit’s once fine schools or neigh¬ 
borhoods or to allow people to 
toss a quarter to those of the city’s 
walking dead who choose pan¬ 
handling over mugging or dope 
dealing. Even in Westland, decent 
families have to beg for months to 
get the city interested in rat con¬ 
trol at a time when Mayor Bob 
Thomas floats schemes to build a 
new multimillion-dollar city hall 

Perhaps if I could once again 
enjoy along Woodward Avenue on , t y 
Saturday afternoons, my mind 
wouldn’t dwell on such unpleas- j 
ant thoughts the rest of the week.

Dorothy Ella Shupick has 
been drawing since she was 
young. So when she got a 
mailer announcing summer 
courses at Wayne County Com¬ 
munity District, the 88-year old 
decided to perfect her artistic 
skills. 

“I like to stay active,” said 
Shupick as she sketched a sail¬ 
ing ship pictured in a maga¬ 
zine. “Plus, I took a fancy to my 
teacher,” Shupick said. “He co¬ 
axes me, and he’s so patient. 
When I took this course, I said, 
I’ve found it”, said Shupick, 
who plans to return to the WC- 
CCD Downriver Campus this 
fall for more art classes. 

Shupick is one of dozens of 
senior citizens who comprise 
the more than 7,400 students 
responsible for a record 
breaking 1999 summer enroll¬ 
ment at WCCCD. 

Dr. Jacqueline Hodges, WC¬ 
CCD dean for enrollment man¬ 
agement and student services, 
said the five campus district 
has experienced a 26 percent

increase in enrollment over 
summer 1998, the highest since 
1984. 

WCCCD’s enrollment this 
summer is 7,485. That com¬ 
pares to 5,96- in 1998 and 7,274 
in 1984. 

“In this business, this is con- 
sidered a blockbuster,” 
Hodges said. “Anything over 
five perceTTli^scyeoman’s job.” 

Dr. Curtis L. Ivery, WCCCD 
chancellor is encouraged 
about his summer upswing 
and siad this could be the be¬ 
ginning of a positive enroll¬ 
ment trend at the College in 
spite of early projections that 
fall 1999 enrollment would be 
down from last year. 

“With the result of what we 


see here, we would be remiss 
if we didn’t talk about (imple¬ 
menting for fall) some of the 
changes that probably helped 
to increase our summer enroll¬ 
ment,” Ivery said. 

“We’ve done a lot of things 
right,” he continued. “Our staff 
is working well. We’re about 
quality. People say, Wayne 
County Community College is 
the best kept secret. This in- ; 
crease in enrollment is just 
one of the many good things 
we’re doing.” 

Hodges credits the “block- - 
buster” increases to shorter 
summer semesters and a more - 
diverse course offering. Two of 
the three summer terms were ; 
'accelerated each seven weks 
instead of the normally brief 
nine weeks. 

“Possibly this is the answer ; 
for adult students,” Hodges ad* 
ded. “They met only one or two * 
days per week. We offered ex; - 
tensive community service 
courses, contracted training 
and casino training.”
